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12. A therapeutic composiXion for the prevention of 
thrombotic ailments containing as^ the active ingredient the 
oligoheteropolysacchar ide as crxaimed in claim 11 and a 
pharmaceutically acceptable (carrier or diluent. — 



REMARKS
